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Things in General. 


HE rumpus created by the recent distribution of titles 
and honors in commemoration of the visit of His 
Royal Highness to Canada, indicates that a very large 

tempest can be created in a very small tea-pot. The Ottawa 
Government cannot be blamed, for though out of politeness 
to the Royal guest the Ministefs have been silent, yet the 
recipients of honors are such an oddly assorted lot and so 
generally devoid of political influence that the worst ward- 
heeler who ever escaped the fool-killer would never have 
thought of preserfting their names to the public as our 
“most distinguished citizens.” The botch was no doubt 
made by Lord Minto, assisted by some other gentlemen of 
high degree who were totally unfit to make a selection. 
Can it be that so many knighthoods and alphabetical decor- 
ations have been parted with on the Royal tour that nothing 
but a little cheap tinsel is left for the last stage of the jour- 
ney? If the mayors of Quebec and Montreal declined the 
rather paltry honors which were offered them, they showed 


a proper respect for the cities which they represent, and 
the Mayor of Toronto looks very small and cheap in his 
eager acceptance, in advance of having done anything to 
deserve it, of what was not considered good enough on 
the banks of the St. Lawrence. That the president of To- 
ronto University should have been entirely left out while 
the presidents of smaller institutions were honored, is wni- 
versally condemned as either an inexcusable oversight or 
in undeserved slight. Such things are hardly worth dis- 
ussing, except that they afford Canadians proof of how 
necessary it is to guard every feature of our self-govern 
ment lest in matters of graver moment excellent but indis 
‘reet gentlemen like Lord Minto and Major Maude are 
permitted to have so much to say that real damage may be 
occasioned in our relations to the Empire. 
o¢ ; : 

HE great powers of Europe through their leading men 
are discussing the best means of suppressing the an 
archists by united action. No plan has yet been pro- 

posed, nor does it seem to me possible that any feasible 
scheme can be devised to get rid of the evil without first 
changing the conditions which produce that evil. In the 
nations which propose to take joint action the ordinary 
conditions of life differ to such an extent that methods 
Suitable for the suppression of anarchy in one country are 
likely to be entirely unsuitable in another. In Russia it 
is a crime punishable by the knout, imprisonment, exile or 
death to agitate for even the most desirable political re 
forms which have been refused by the Government. In 
Germany to speak against the Kaiser or even ridicule him 
is punishable by fine and imprisonment, while in Great 
Britain free speech is the heritage of all. Where the great- 
est effort to uproot anarchy has been made, the disorder 
has taken deepest root and thrives best. The cruel tyranny 
of the Russian Government would not be tolerated in Eng 
land for a single day. France and Italy, where great liberty 
is allowed in the discussion of public questions, would be 
in instant rebellion were Russian methods attempted 
Even Germany and Austria could not be prevailed upon to 
withdraw any of the privileges now enjoyed by the meanest 
Subject in those countries, for fear of revolution. Whil 
the United States is excited at the present moment by the 
desperate deed of an anarchist, not a single newspaper or 
Public man dare advocate a gag law. If, then, there can be 
no interference with such liberties the subiects of the 
Various countries enjoy in the matter of public agitation 
and discussion, what can be done? These nations have 
always refused to give up to each other political offenders 
who have from the jurisdiction governments 
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against which they intrigued. It does not seem possible to 
change so fair an international agreement, for if puolitical 
offence be made extraditable it should be absolutely impos- 
sible for reformers, no matter how high-minded, to expose 
or agitate against the offences of governments, no matter 
how corrupt. If there be no city of refuge for a political 
offender, and if all existing governments are to define for 
themselves the extent and ‘gravity of a political offence, 
then a condition of despotism must certainly follow. Even 
in the past it has not been considered the act of a friendly 
nation to permit anarchists or plotters of any kind to con- 
spire within the knowledge of the police against another 
country, so that police surveillance of all suspected peuple 
will not be a novelty, but after the first warmth of the 
movement is over, will probably mean as little in the future 
as it has in the past. 

To suppress anarchy, the conditions which cause it must 
be changed. Almost every newspaper in almost every civil- 
ized country has been endeavoring to outline what these 
conditions are, and by failing to provide a remely have

States be so perturbed because a confessed anarchist for 
the first time in the history of the nation assassinates th 
President? Certainly it is not because they fear that the 
same sort of anarchy which disturbs the European countries 
is growing so bold and daring ac to threaten the existence 
of all Presidents or the United States itself. It is the ac- 
cusing voice of conscience which has startled the people of 
the neighboring Union into self-examination. The shock 
which the nation received when President McKinley was 
shot developed the symptoms of a sentiment of anarchy in 
the United States more widespread and threatening than 
ever existed in Russia. The crowd in Buffalo clamored for 
the immediate lynching of the The people, the 
press, and even the pulpit in the moment of excitement and 
anger shouted for the blood not only of Czolgosz, but of 
all other anarchists, and men were mobbed and lynched 
who would not deny that they were dissatisfied with the 
political and social conditions by which they were sur- 
rounded. When later on they heard the echo of their own 
voice and re-read the furious articles which had 
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confessed to a certain extent at least that civilization is 
failure. Education has been urged as a panacea for ,olitical 
ills, yet in the United States, where education can be ob 
tained by all, anarchy is obtaining a stronger foothold and 
a greater power than in the countries where the 
great majority of the poor are illiterate. Indeed, in Russia 
the student class, well educated, ambitious, and filled with 
the impulses of youth towards reform and the uplifting of 
mankind, are the leaders in nearly every anarchist move 
ment. Probably if careful enquiry were made it would be 
found that the rabid and destructive anarchists, after 
springing from the poorest and most downtrodden class, 
have obtained an education and enough experience to ap 
preciate the wretched condition of the serf, the peasant 
and the lower working This would seem to prove 
that education, coupled with misery, either relative or ac 
tual, than the yrance, yet

age, he is a critic such as the world needs, and whom those 
who are opposed to his views should find it easy to forgive. 
As a citizen he has been generous with his means, his energy

Any business man considering the suggestion that a 
third inspector should be appointed must come to the con- 
clusion that such a proposition means that Mr. Hughes 
should either be let go or be left with nothing to do, for 
two inspectors should be ample to watch the work in the 
schools, and certainly the senior inspector would not have 
enough to do watching his two subordinates. A much 
better suggestion than the appointment of a third inspector 
is that the whole educational system of the city should 
receive a general shaking up and some of the teachers who 
have become little better than machines galvanized into life. 

The committee of the School Board having to do with 
teachers has also made a timely “kick.” It thinks that 
the handwriting of the Public school scholars of Toronto 
is poor. It needs no Commission to find out whether this 
condition of things is true or not. If the whole School 
Board divides itself up into committees and visits the 
various rooms of the various schools it will probably 
discover about the worst class of handwriting that it 
ever saw. The upright system has been adopted, and the 
result is a frightfully scraggy and ungraceful style of pen- 
manship such as no merchant would allow in any of his 
account books. It will perhaps be remembered that I have 
been continually voicing the complaints of those who have 
taken office-boys from the Public schools. Such writing as 
I have seen from bright Public school children of this city 
has almost invariably been a disgrace to their teachers, or 
rather to the system. In fact, writing as writing is not 
taught in our Public schools. While in other ways less 
progressive and thorough than the Public schools, the 
Separate schools turn out scholars who are better penmen. 
As next to the voice, handwriting is the principal mode of 
human expression, it should receive vastly more attention 
than it does. While commercial colleges can turn out 
fairly good penmen in a course of three or four months, 
Toronto’s Public schools are unable to give the children 
a good style of handwriting in three or four months, or in 
three or four years, or in six or eight years, and in fact 
not at all. Children taught the vertical svstem of writing 
do not seem to improve at all with practice, but write as 
badly at twelve or fourteen as they did at seven or eight 
years of age. To remedy this evil would be one of the most 
practical reforms which the Board of Schoo! Trustees could 
undertake. e

Some of Roosevelt’s Views.- 
N expressing his. political 
and experiences Colonel Roose- 
velt’s pen is a trenchant one. 
Here are some extracts from his 
political essays and _ lectures 
which demonstrate the truth of that 
statement, are fair samples of his style 
and also show the trend of the man’s 
mind pretty clearly : 

“IT wish to preach, not the doctrine 
of ignoble ease, but the doctrine of 
the strenuous life; the life of toil and 
effort, of labor and strife; to preach 
that highest form of success which 
comes, not to the man who desires 
mere easy peace, but to the man who 
does not shrink from hardship, or from 
bitter toil, and who, out of these, wins 
the splendid, ultimate triumph.” — 
Speech at the Hamilton Club, Chicago, 
April, 1899. 

“The successful man, whether in 
business or politics, who has risen by 
a conscienceless swindling of his 
neighbors, by deceit and chicanery, 
by unscrupulous boldness and _ un- 
scrupulous cunning, stands toward 
society as a dangerous wild beast. 
The mean and cringing admiration 
which such a career commands among 
those who think crookedly or not at all 
makes this kind of success perhaps the 
most dangerous of all the influences 
that threaten our national life. Our 
standard of public and private con- 
duct will never be raised to the proper 
level until we make the scoundrel who 
succeeds feel the weight of a hostile 
public opinion even more strongly than 
the scoundrel who fails.’’"— ‘Latitude 
and Longitude Among Reformers.” 

“‘Money is a good thing. It is a fool- 
ish affectation to deny it. But it is not 
the only good thing, and after a cer- 
tain amount has been amassed it 
ceases to be the chief even of material 
good things. It is far better, for in- 
stance, to do well a bit of work which 
is well worth doing.’’—Speech to Young 
Men, December 3lst, 1900. 

“Practical politics must 


views 


not be con- 


strued to mean dirty politics. In the 
long run the politics of fraud and 
treachery and foulness are unpracti- 


cal politics, and the most practical of 
all politicians is the politician who is 
clean and decent and upright. But a 
man who goes into the actual battles 
of the political world must prepare 
himself much as he would for the 
struggle in any other branch of our 
life. He must be prepared to meet 
men of far lower ideals than his own, 
and to face things, not as he would 
wish them, but as they are. He must 
not lose his own high ideal, and yet 
he must face the fact that the major- 
ity of the men with whom he must 
work have lower ideals. He must 
stand firmly for what he believes, and 
yet he must realize that political ac- 
tion, to be effective, must be the joint 
action of many men, and that he must 
sacrifice somewhat of his own opin- 
ions to those of his associates if he 
ever hopes to see his desires take prac- 
tical shape. 

“The prime thing that every man 
who takes an interest in politics should 
remember is that he must act and. not 
merely criticize the actions of others. 
It is not the man who sits by his fire- 
side reading his evening paper and 
saying how bad our politics and our 
politicians are who will ever do any- 
thing to save us; it is the man who 
goes out into the rough hurly-burly of 
the caucus, the primary and political 
meeting, and there faces his fellows on 
equal terms.” 

“Of all the forces that tend for evil 
in a great city like New York probab- 
ly none are so potent as the sensation- 
al papers. Until one has had exper- 
ience with them it is difficult to real- 
ize the reckless indifference to truth or 
decency displayed by papers such as 
the two that have the largest circula- 
tion in New York city. Scandal forms 
the breath of the nostrils of such 
papers and they are quite as ready to 
create as to describe it. To sustain 
law and order is humdrum, and 
not really lend itself to flaunting wood- 
cuts; but if the editor will stoop, and 
make his subordinates stoop, to rak- 
ing the gutters of human depravity, to 
upholding the wrongdoer and furiously 
assailing what is upright and honest, 


does 


he can make money, just as. other 
types of pander make it. The man 
who is to do honorable work in any 


form of civic politics must make up his 
mind (and if he is a man of properly 
robust character he will make it up 
without difficulty) to treat the assaults 
of papers like these with absolute in- 
difference and to go his way unheed- 
ing. Indeed, he will have to make up 
his mind to be criticized, sometimes 
justly and more often unjustly, even 
by decent people, and he must not be 
so thin-skinned as to mind such criti- 
clam overmuch.”

Church Hymns. 





haps some uneasiness has been 
aroused of late by criticism, wide- 
ly reported and discussed, of cer- 
well-known and popular church 
hymns. The critics urge that our most 
common hymns “are not literature;” 
that they do not possess sufficient liter- 
ary excellence to win the approval of 
intelligent and cultivated minds, and 
therefore would better be dropped. 

Objections of this kind—and they are 
not made for the first time—are usual- 
ly made by men who are better known 
for their literary attainments than for 
their religious experience. They are 
based on an error, argues the “‘Youth’s 
Companion.’ Neither in conception nor 
in purpose are hymns intended to be 
literature. Many of them are litera- 
ture in the strictest sense. Yet who 
supposes that Luther was stirred by 
literary ambition when he _ produced 
“Ein’ feste Burg ist unser Gott’’—‘A 
mighty Fortress is our God?" or that 
John Fawcett, the obscure country 
oreacher, thought he was producing 
iterature when he wrote “Blest Be the 
Tie that Binds?” The one was beset 
by forces with which he felt himself 
unable to contend alone, the other 
touched by the love of the humble 
pirishioners who crowded about to beg 
him to decline a call to a rich church 
in London. Each gave voice to the 
sp'rit which sang in his heart, and so 
were born one of the noblest songs of 
Christian courage and one of the ten- 
derest expressions of Christian broth- 
erhood.

about it as if their husbands were bladders, and blow them 
up. Others keep them constantly in hot water; others let 
them freeze by their carelessness and indifference. Some 
keep them in a stew by irritating ways and words. Others 
roast them. Some keep them in pickle all their lives. It 
cannot be supposed that husbands will be tender and good 
managed in this way, but they are delicious when properly 
treated. In selecting your husband you should not be 
guided by the silvery appearance, as in buying mackerel, 
or by the golden tint as if you wanted salmon. Be sure to 
select him yourself, as tastes differ. Do not go to market 
for him, as the best are always brought to your door. It 
is far better to have none, unless you will patiently learn 
how to cook him. A preserving-kettle of the finest porce- 
lain is the best, but if you have nothing but an earthen- 
ware pipkin, it «will do, with care. See that the linen in 
which you wrap him is nicely washed and mended with the 
required number of buttons and strings. Tie him in the 
kettle by a strong, silk cord called comfort, as the one 
called duty is apt to be weak. They are apt to fly out of 
the kettle, and be burned and crusty on the edges, since, 
like crabs and lobsters, you have to cook them while alive 
Make a clear, steady fire out of love, neatness, and cheer- 
fulness. Set him as near this as seems to agree with him. 
If he sputters and fizzes, do not be anxious; some husbands 
do this until they are quite done. Add a little sugar in the 
form of what confectioners call kisses, but mo vinegar or 
pepper on any account. A little spice improves him, but 
must be used with judgment. Do not stick any sharp in- 
strument into him to see if he is becoming tender. Stir him 
gently; watch the while lest he lie too flat or close to the 
kettle, and so become useless. You cannot fail to notice when 
he is done. If thus treated, you will find him very digest- 
ible, agreeing nicely with you and the children, and he will 
keep as long as you want, unless you become careless, and 
set him in too cold a place.” 





How a Boundary Line is Defined. 

HE boundary-line which divides the United States from 

iT Canada follows, at its eastern end, an irregular water- 

line formed by the Great Lakes and their inlets. But 

through that great tract of mountainous woodland reaching 

westward from the Lake of the Woods, in Minnesota, this 

line is well defined at regular intervals by pillars of wood 
and iron, earth mounds, or stone cairns. 

Beginning at the Lake of the Woods, cast-iron pillars 
have been placed—alternately by the English and United 
States Government—one mile apart, until reaching the Red 
River Valley. These pillars are hollow castings of a pyra 
midal form, eight feet in height, having a base eight inches 
square and an octagon flange one inch in thickness, with a 
top four inches square surmounted by a solid cap. Into 
these hollow posts are fitted well-seasoned cedar joists, with 
spikes driven through apertures made for that purpose in 
the .castings. 

One-half of the length of the pillars is firmly imbedded 
in the ground, so that the inscriptions on their sides, in 
raised letters two inches high, face the north and south- 
the first reading, “Convention of London,” the other 
“October 20, 1818.” 

3eyond the Red River, earth mounds and stone cairns 
seven feet by eight generally denote the boundary-line 
Whenever wooden posts are used, they are of the same 
height as the iron pillars, and painted red above the ground 
Through forests a clearing has been made a rod wide, so 
that the course is plainly indicated. 

Where bodies of water are crossed, monuments of ston 
have been raised several feet above high tide. Over th: 
mountains shafts of granite like grim sentinels guard the 
way. 

Thus are the lines between the respective possessions of 
Great Britain and the United States brought into tangibl 
reality. It is rare that boundaries are thus set forth on this

wall thereabouts are said to have belonged to an equally 
ancient time. It was into this part of the temple that 
Solomon used to enter from his sumptuous palace on Mount 
Zion, and there is still a domed canopy covering the throne 
upon which it is alleged he sat when delivering judgment. 
One portion of this sub-structure is called King Solomon’s 
stables, and it is so great in size as to have been sufficient 
to shelter the horses of an army. It was here that the 
Crusaders are said to have stabled their horses while the 
great struggle for Christian possession of the Holy City 
was in progress. 

Probably this portion of Jerusalem. has a more authentic 
history than any other; certainly it is not in dispute, all 
religionists combining to venerate it as ancient and sacred. 

To obtain any idea, however, of the extent of Jerusalem 
or even the topographical appearance of the original city, 
is almost impossible.

A Royal Progress. 





ONDAY dawned in Sep- 


tember splendor. I can- 
not say more for the cli- 
matic conditions, be- 
cause when September 


weather is good there's 


nothing to equal it. A haze was on the 


far blue hills ayont the ‘river, and 


there was a caressive sweetness in the 


racing breezes and a twittering expect- 
ancy in the voice of the rippling 
waves, a flurry of pride in the churn-

and curtseying of the grim evergreen 
trees on the rockye hillside “and the 
uneasy craft on the river’s bosom.

Glaser Company deserve’ unstinted 
praise for their enterprise in launching 
the work on so costly a scale, for it is 
evident that money has been spent 
with a lavish hand.

The piece has not sufficient 
broad fun to make it opera bouffe, nor 
has it that genuine comedy which 
would entitle it to be considered opera 
comique. One result of the absence of 
either ‘the farcical or the true comedy 
elements is that the characters are al- 
ways fussing or fidgeting on the stage 
in a vain eftort to give life to the per- 
formance. There is a good deal too 
much hugging and kissing—in fact, so 
much so, that these amatory exercises 
become exceedingly tiresome. The 
composer, Mr. Julian Edwards, to 
whom we are indebted for Brian Boru 
and the Princess Chic, has aimed on 
his part to supply music of a daintier 
and more refined type than is usually 
found in comic operas of United States 
manufacture, and to a great extent he 
has succeeded. The music is, however, 
much more reminiscent than that ot 
either of his two preceding works. He 
has adopted, unconsciously no doubt, 
whole phrases from Patience, The Pir- 
ates, and other Sullivan opera’, while 
one of his most ambitious numbers, 
the solo for bass, The Lover’s Lane, in 
the first act, is obviously suggestive of 
The Lost Chord. Although these re- 
marks may appear disparaging, the 
opera offers pleasant entertainment for 
both eve and ear.
